Signs of Discontent in Orange Free 
State Add to the Task Which 
England Has Undertaken 
for the Uitlanders. 


BUTLER, Mo., Aug. 22.—The man arrest- 
ed at Shawnee, O. T., upon identification as 
Theophilus Freeman, the murderer of 
James Westbrook in 1869, insists that his 
name is Spotwood. His name niay be boih 
Spotwood and Freeman, and ne may have 
to answer to two murders instead of on 
He admits that he was once an inmate of 
the Pettis County Jail under the name of 
Spotwood, and that he escaped from there 
in the @s. He will not say for what crime 
he was imprisoned, 

The prison records of Pettis County agree 
with the story of the prisoner, 
the only Spotwood in jail in  Se- 
dalia in the 60s having been a young 
man accused of the murder of John Ed- 
monson, who was assassinated in 1867 in 


Calhoun, Henry County. The trouble of 

this Spotwood and his victim grew out of 

a love affair with a girl. One night kd- 
I monson was standing on the porcn of the 


hotel at Calhoun, cenducted by his father. 
The assassin siipped near him an’ emptied 
the contents of a shotgun into his body. 
Spotwood was afterwards arrested for the 
crime. At that time Henry County had te 
— of its own, and he was removed tv 

‘ettis County. From that point he made 
his escape a few months after. Search 
was instituted but without result. He was 
never heard of again. 

Whether Freeman was buried here in 1574 
or not has not been determined. Rela ives 
of kreeman now living here dAec.are Jit 
was Mrs. Freeman's second husband who 
was buried here, and that a mis.ahen ap- 
prehension stiil exists. The name on the 
monument is that of James Wilson. 

A large number of Buuer pioneers insist 
that Freeman is dead, and they will not 
be convinced otherwise until they see the 
man taken into custody tn Oklahoma. But, 
whether Freeman or Spotwood, or both, 
extradition of the prisoner seems certtain, 
and he will have to stand trial.in Missouri 
for one of the crimes charged against him, 
or both, 


CAUGHT AFTER THIRTY YEARS. 
Officers Sure That Their Suspect Is the 
Freeman Wanted. 
ARDMORE, I. T., Aug. 22.—Prosecuting 
Attorney Clark of Bolles County, Mo., who 
came to Ardmore with Leopold Hart, the 


Kansas City commercial traveler, who 


first apprehended the man sald _ to be 
Theophilus Freeman, murderer of James 
Westbrook of Butler, Mo., says in an in- 
view: 

“We thave no doubt he is the man we 
want since Mr. Hart has identified him. 
Mr. Hart was a resident of Butler at the 
time the crime was committed and can not 
be mistaken. 

“You woukl be surprised at the number 
of people still living in Butler who lived 
there at the time of the murder. The 
foreman of the grand jury which indicted 
Freeman and several members of the jury 
which convicted him are living. There will 
be plenty to identify thim once he is 
brought back to Butler. 

‘The story of Freeman’s capture is most 
interesting. Several times strong clews as 
to his whereabouts have been obtained, but 
each time the search following them has 
been unsuccessful. In 1878, more than ten 
years after the murder, a stranger travel- 
ing through western Arkansas fell in with 
a man who began to inquire if he knew any 
people in Butler. Finding that the traveler 
did know persons in that vicinity, the man 
asked if he had ever heard of this mur- 
der. The traveler said he had not, but his 
suspicions were aroused and he wrote to 
the sheriff of Bates County to inquire if 
such a crime had been committed. A 
search was at once instituted, but Free- 
man could not be located. About two 
years ago a letter, postmarked Fanshaw, 
I. T.. and signed by a man giving his 
name as Wilson, was received by the sher- 
iff of Butler County, asking {if a man named 
Freeman was wanted there for murder. 
The sheriff suspected that the letter was 
written by Freeman himself and replied 
that such a man had been wanted, but that 
the statute of Himitation had run on the 
crime, and that Freeman was no longer 
wanted. This was followed bv a second 
search for the murderer, which, lHke the 


first, Was unavailing.

Notwithstanding Their Many Defeats 
the Rebels Are Again Swarming 
in Cavite Just South 
of Manila.

MANILA, Au@. 19, via Hong Rong, Alig. 
”.—The Filipino rebels appear to: retain 
much more of a fighting spirit than might 
be expected after their recent San Fer- 
nando experiences and Gen. Lawton’'s drub- 
bings In the south. 

After giving up San Fernando with a fee- 
ble struggle, they entrenched themselves 
at Angeles, working for several days and 
impressing non-combatants into the work, 
thus savirg the armed men for the fighting, 

They engaged Lieut.-Col. Smith's. re#i- 
ment and the artillery warmiy for four 
hours, making one of the most stubborn 
resistunees of the campaign. But the Amer- 
icans are indebted to the usua! poor marks- 
manship of the Fiiipincs as well as to their 

strategy for tneir small losses. 

the province of Cavite, where it Was 
i the rebels had been scattered and 
lemoralized beyond recuperation, they have 
assembled an army of several thousand 
men, distributed among the important 
tuwns from the lake to the bay. 

After the San Fernando engagement the 
rebels attempted deter the Americans 
from a further advance northward by mcn- 
acing the railroads’ communications. Sev- 
eral hundred of Gen. Pio del Pilar’s meu 
crossed the Rio Grande between the Ameée 
ican outpost tovwrs, and threatened ha 
lovga, Quinga and other places with smal] 
American garrisons, while during Sunday 
and Mendayv nights ematlier bands tried to 
tear up the railroad tracks at several points 
between Bigua and Malolos. Re-inforce- 
ments of Americin troops, however, were 
rent along the raliroad from Maniia to San 
Mernando, while the forces at 2 
(Juinga sallied out against yen, ‘ 
Pilar’s men and the rebels were easily 
driven away. 

In brushes between these Filipinos and 
the Americans during three days the Amer- 
‘cans lost several men, while the Filipinos’ 
loss was heavy. 

Of these operations the Associated 
Press Correspondent was permitted to 
send only an inadequaie dispatch, dic- 
tated verbatim by Maj.-Gen. Otis. The 
censor writes stereotyped official 
phrases and adjectives into the dis- 
patches, tending to magnify the Amer- 
ican operations and to minimize the 
opposition. 

Gen. Otis says newspapers are not pubdile 
institutions, but private enterprises, and 
the correspondents are only here on suf- 
ferance 

All reports from the rebel territory agree 
that searcity of supplies is increasing and 
the rebel leaders at Aparry and other points 
refuse to obey Aguinaldo’s order in re- 
gard to closing the ports held by the rebels 
against American ships and say that any 
ship bringing stores will be welcomed. Sev- 
eral ships from ‘Manila are now at such 
ports. » 

Hundreds of people come Into Manila dally 
and return to the rebel lines with food ana 
other commodities. The guards stationed 
along the road reported that 6000 persons 
passed through the lines In three days and 
that 45 tons of rice were carried out, In 
small parcels, on the same road in 10 days. 
Much of this undoubtedly goes to aid the 
rebels, but the authorities permit this traf- 
fic from motives of charity toward the 
women and children, who are undoubtedly 
suffering. 
Gen. MacArthur ts establishing munici- 
mal governments in the villages north of 
Manila. 

The Mayor of Balliuga, first town where 
Gen. (Lawton established the same rule, who 
was supposed to be one of the most friend- 
lv and trustworthy of the natives, has been 
placed in jail charged with arranging with 
the rebels for an attack on the town.

One Effect Noticed Is an Increase in 
the Seliing Price of the 
Land. 


CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Aug. 19%.— 
Montgomery County has tried the free ru- 
ral mail delivery system and is pleased. 
in operation almost 4 
mail routes. Some of 
have been in operation a year and 
all of them have demonstrated that free 
rural delivery is eminently practicable. The 
operation of the Montgomery County routes 
has been satisfactory not only to the coun- 
try people favored, but also to the post- 
office department.

County routes are all 
about 30 miles in length, running out one 
road for perhaps 12 miles, cutting across 
country perhaps six miles and returning to 
Crawfordsville or the town of their pestn 
ning by a third road. The growth of mal 
business under the influence of the rural 
delivery of mail has been very satisfactory. 
The first month of th@.delivery each of 
the carriers then in the, service delivered 
about 1000 pieces of mal matter. At the 
end of the first year they are each deliv- 
ering over 5000 pieces a month. For the first 
three months of operation they would each 
collect along the route #4rom eight to ten 
letters a day. Now the daily collection 
on each of the year-old routes is from 50 
to 6) letters daily, besides packages and 
newspapers. 

When. rural delivery was established in 
Montgomery County not a single daliy pa- 
per was taken along any route. Each car- 
rier now delivers from 70 to 100 daily news- 
papers, The increased subscription to mas- 
agines and other periodicals is just 4s 
great. When the routes were first estab- 
lished many of the farmers were decided- 
ly opposed to the innovation. Some even 
refused to put up boxes. e 

All opposition has now disappeared, how- 
ever, and_so greaily paace’ are the farm- 
ers that an increased valuation of $2 per 
acre is given farms lying along rural rout s. 
People living as far from the route as two 
miles frequently place lock boxes at the 
nearest point on the route and have their 
mail delivered there. The peop:e living on 
bv-roads have in some instances adopted 
e novel method of obtaining tne coveted 
benefit at «mall expense. The mail for all 
the people living on a certain by-road will 
he delivered at a box placed at the inter- 
section of the road with the route and 
from this box it will be taken daily and de- 
livered for 10 or 12 miles back in the coun- 

a boy paid for the purpose, 
delivery is proving a great stimu- 
sonstruction of good roads and 
at least two new pikes in Montgomery 
County can be attributed to the hope of se- 
curing the service. The carriers are allowed 
to deliver packages and to transact busl- 
ness for the people living along their routes 
and in this way they manage to supplement 
in a very acceptable manner the meager 
salaries allowed by the department. The 
carriere’ wagons on leaving the Crawfords- 
ville Postoffice each morning will be seen 
to be filled with packages of laundry, dry 
goods, hardware and all manner of mer: 
echandise. Orders of all kinds are placed 
with the carrier. In the busy summer sea- 
son he is an especial benefit in this way. 

The practical operation of the rurai free 
delivery has demonstrated conclusively that 
many of the objections made to it are un- 
founded. It has been urged that rural de- 
livery would be an immense expense to the 
government, but its operstion in Mont- 
gomery County proves that it will on the 
contrary be a source of considerable reve- 
nue. Fach of the year-old routes in the 
county is now paying the government a net 
profit of $40 per month. As a rule, each 
route does away with either a fourth-class 
ostoffice or a star route. These, of course, 
lave always been an expense to the gov- 
ernment @s great as the operation of a 
rural route, so the substitution could make 
practically no difference In the cost to the 
government, The rural route, however, 
so increases the postal receipts from the 
country that the government makes a 
good profit. One route just established In 
Montgomery County will do away eventu- 
ally with three little offices. 

Superintendent Dice reports that the ex- 
perience of Montgomery County is proving 
that of most other counties and that no- 
where is the service being operated at a 
loss to the government after it has once 
been established. The tradesmen in towns 
from which rural] routes run at first ob- 
jected that they would prove the ruination 
of business. They reasoned that if the 
farmer had his mail delivered he 
have no cause to come to town and 
| consequently stay away. Their 
' proved grouncless With his mail 
ered daily. the farmer still makes his 
lv or semi-weekly visits to town ia 
enabled to keep in touch with what is go- 
ing on in town by the daily papers and to 
take advaniage of opportunities of which 
he was formerly kept in ignorance.

ROBBING THE LAKES. 


Chicago is taking a leap in the Gark in proposing to flush her 
Grainage canal by abstracting 10,000 cubic feet of water per 
second from Lake Michigan. According to the “Marine Rec- 
ord,” this may seriously injure the future of all cities now 
located on the Northern Lakes, with the possible exception of 
Lake Superior ports. 

What St. Louls most fears is that Chicago will fall far short 
of her contract in regard to flushing the canal, and that so 
much lIcss than 10,000 cubic feet of lake water will pass into the 
Canal that the liquid issuing into the Mississippi at the sewer’s 
mouth will be unspeakably foul. 

But if Chicago lives up to the 10,000 feet agreement, the re- 
sult may be, in the course of years, that she and her sister 
cities on the lakes may find themselves high and dry, or at 
least with harbors that will require very expensive, continu- 
uous dredging to be of any use. 

The amount of water proposed to be extracted from Lake 
Michigan, at the rate named, says the Marine Record, is equiv- 
alent to a discharge of nearly forty trillions (39,446,161,250,000) 
cubic feet in a century, “a quantity too vast to be compre- 
hensible to the most trained intellect.’

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IMPROVED HIGHWAYS. 


Prof. Waterhouse’s article on improved highways, in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, calls attention to a very important 
subject of pubiic concern which does not command the popu- 
lar interest it deserves. 

According to Prof. Waterhouse, the aggregate cost of trans- 
portation over the public roads in the United States is $1,000,- 
000,000, or one-third of the entire annual agricultural product of 
the country. Half of this might be saved by building roads

“If our countrymen would improve our primary transporta- 
tion,” says Prof. Waterhouse, ‘“‘they would lift from Amer- 
ican prosperity an annual burden of $500,000,000 and enable the 
United States more quickly to achieve its commercial ascend- 
ancy.”

ployed as a stenographer has to write what 
ste Knows to be flat contradictions of truth, 
what she Knows is meant to deceive, and 
the object of the deception Is to take pe- 
cuniary advantage of others; also that 
sometimes p< tane language and language 
of questionable Pharicter on other moral 
grounds is dictated. Should she write it or 
modestly decline to do so? 


Here is the ans«er by the Christian Ad- 
vocate!: 


A. We Know an instence of a vounge wom- 
an who declined to write profane language. 
and lost her pesition in consequence, ‘e 
highly approve ner course. She may be «a 
machine in a certain sense, but if she pro- 
fesses to be a Christian or a modest wom- 
an, she ought not to write anything which 
no one having any respect for Christianity 
or modesty would utter in the presence of 
a modest woman. But on the question of 
flat contradiction of truth In the way of 
busimess statements, !t is quite possible that 
a stenographer may be altogether too sensi- 
tive. ow does she know what View her 
employer will take of what seems to be a 
flat contrddiction of truth? Is he to ex- 
tiain to her all his business affairs and 
make Known to her all elements involved 
in every transaction in which profit and loss 
are concerned? With regard to his busi- 
ness dealings she is but a machine, and her 
ears are not polluted by statements of fact 
or otherwise.
